The Petitioner Katharine is the only Daughter and Heir of Sir Edward Tyrrill; 
Baronet, deceas'd, and became intituled to her Father's Eſtate ; but Sir Edward dying 
a Priſoner in Jre/and, andbeing Outlaw'd after his Death, and his Eſtate granted a- 
way by the King before Hjs Majeſty was inform'd of the Petitioner's Right, and Ser- 
vices, The Lords Juſtices 'of England Reconimended the Petitioner to His Majeſty for 
an Equivalent to Sir Edward Tyrril's Eſtate, out of ſome other Forfeited Lands. 

Soon. after the Order for; it was obtain'd, and before the Petitioners had any Ef- 
fe& of It, the late At*of Reſumption of the 1-: Forfeitures paſs'd, whereby 
the Petitioners were prevented of the Benefit intended them by His Majelty. 

Then the'Petitioners made their humble Addreſſes to the laſt Parliament for Re- 
lief, and to be Reſtor'd to Sir Edward Tyrrils Eſtate. = | 
The Petition was Referr'd to the Three Truſtees, then in England, who made the 
following Report. |

N Obedience to an Order of Reference, to Us' direted, We do find that Sir 
Edward Tyrrill died inthe Year 1690 ( being then taken Priſoner at Cork) and 
was not Qutlaw'd till Eaſter Term 91. 

THAT the Petirioner did Confjderable Services in the Reduction of Ireland, for - 
which he was Recommended by the Lords Juſtices of England to His Majeſty for a 
Conſiderable Value ; with the Eſtate he Claim'd in Right of his Wife, who is ſole 
Daughter and Heir of Sir Edward Tyrrill ; but he —_ no Benefit thereby. And 
that He and his Wife are Proteſtants, with a Great Family of ſmall Children, and 
have nothing to maintain them, and are Obje&s of Compaſſion. And that their E- 
ſtate is of the Value of about 1500 /. per 4nnum, as ſet forth in the Petition. What 
Incumbrances are thereon, We know not, depending on the Determination of 
Claims. All which is humbly ſubmitted to Your Honours.
